GOVERNOR IS_ SILENT 


Declares He and Former Pres- 
ident Only Talked of Poli- 
tics and Hunting. 


The borrowing by Theodore Roosevelt 
from Gov. Hadley of a phrase defining 
an insurgent, which the Governor coin- 
ed, apparently was the net result of 
a 10-hour conference between the two 
in Kansas City. At least it was the 
only result given to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter who accompanied the Governor 


to Kangas City. 
The expression which found oacine 


with Roosevelt was the Governor's 
definition of an insurgent as “a pro- 
gressive who has exceeded the speed 


limit.”’ 
Greeted by Hadley. 

Gov. Hadley was the first to greet 
Col. Roosevelt on his arrival in Kan- 
sas City, at noon Thursday. Roosevelt 
showed his great regard for the Gov- 
ernor by shooing everybody else out 7a 
the car and having @ ten-minute tom 
with him, which delayed 8 parade. 

A few minutes later, while riding im 
the parade with Gov. Stubbs of Kan- 
sas, Gov. Hadley and Col Roosevelt 
continued their talk. The Governor 
-madé it very plain to Col. Roosevelt 
that he was not an insurgent within the 
close "meaning of the term, though he 
said he was a “progressive. - 

“That's right.” Roosevelt declared, 
“but what is an insurgent, and what is 
a ve.” 

. “Well, Colonel,” the Governor replied, 
“an insurgent is a progressive who haz 
exceeded the speed limit.” 

“Bully, bully,’”’ cried Roosevelt, ‘that’s 
fine.”” - 

A few minutes later, Roosevelt asked 
Hadley’s permission to use the expres- 
gion in his speeches and-the Governor 
told him he would feel honored to have 
the expression adopted. Roosevelt used 
it in his very next speech. 

Roosevelt Borrows Phrase. 

He brought it in while talking at a 
Juncheon at fie Baltimore Hotel in the 
afternoon. Shortly before he spoke, 
the orchestra pleyed, “Has Anybody 
‘Heré Seen Kelly?’ A parody, “‘Has 


Anybody Here Seen Teddy?” was sung 


in the press gallery. 
The parody received repeated encores,

Why retreat from the noises which 
make the night hideous in town to the 
cool quiet of Piasa Chautauqua if one 
must listen there to the sobbing strains 
of a violin and the wailing of an in- 
fant? M. Edwin Johnson, manager of 
the. Chautauqua, wants to know. 

The walls of Piasa cottages and bun- 
galows are thin, and sounds carry far- 
ther there than in town. This helped 
to intensify the irritation some of the 


neighbors felt at the noises emanating 
from the Wyckoff cottage, occupied for 
the summer by Charles S. Aehle of 4608 
Morgan street, St. Louls, a jeweler. 
Miss Elise Aehle, his daughter, is a tai- 
ented violinist. He has’ another child, 
Charles, 13 months old, whose voice is 
considerably less melodious than the 
music Miss Elise makes. 
Warned His Neighbor. 

Manager Johnson and his family oc- 
cupy the Fox Den cottage, next door 
to the Wyckoff cottage. Aehle says he 
told Johnson before he took the Wyck- 
off cottage for the season that the baby 
would cry sometimes, and that Elise 
would frequently practice on the vio- 
lin. He says Johnson told him that 
would be all right. 

It sometimes happened that the baby 
set up a mournful accompaniment to 
Miss Elise’s musft, and that the com- 
bination of sounds not infrequently ban- 
ished slumber from the Fox Den cot- 
tuge. It came to pass that the rela- 
tions between the two families were 
less and less cordial, and Aehle says 
they became strained on account of 
comments Mrs. Johnson made in a tone 
audible to the Aehles. 

Johnson says some.of the ethar neigh- 
bora,complained about the noises, but 
Aehle denies this. 

Miss. Elise practiced industriously 
Thursday, and Johnson called at the 
Aehle cottage in his managerial ca- 
pacity and told Mrs. Aehle the music 
must cease. ‘ 

Continued to Practice. 

Miss Elise continued to practice after 
Johnson went away, and he sent Po- 
liceman -Brown around with an im- 
perative order that the noise must stop. 

Mrs. Aehle met her husband when he 
got of? the train that evening, and to!d 
him about it. At the entrance to the 
Chautauqua they met Johnson. 

“No lady can say I was ever dis- 
courteous to her,” said Johnson when 
Aehle asked him about the orders. 

Aehle understood Johnson to say Mrs. 
Aehle ‘‘was no lady” and seized the 
manager by the throat, choking him se- 
verely until Nelson Levis of Alton and 
some other men dragged him away. 

The encounter occurred in the presence 
of a score of persons, mostly women, 
and Manager Johnson, on that account, 
made no effort to defend himself, al- 
though he is a larger man than Aehle. 

Will Not Prosecute. 

Aehle called at the manager’s office 
later in the evening, expecting to re- 
ceive orders to vacate the Wyckoff cot- 
tage, but Johnson told him he could 
stay. Johnson said afterward he would 
not proseeute his assailant, and was in- 
clined to eycuse the attack on account 
of Aehle’s excitement about what Mrs. 
Aehle had told him, and his misunder- 
standing of Johnson’s remark.

NOTE ASKS BRIDE 
T0 KILL HERSELT 


Urges Wife of Five, Months 
to Think of Him When 
She Kisses Another. 








SEPARATED FROM HER 





Drinks Acid Following Series 
of Quarrels She Ascribed 
to Jealousy. 


Following a two weeks’ sGparation 
from his bride of five months, Joseph 
H. Handing killed himself with car- 
bolic acid Thursday night, after writing 
a note commanding his wife to follow 
him into death, on pain of being haynt- 
ed by his memory whenever she kissed 
another man. : 

The wife, Mrs. Katheryn Handing, 
who is 20 years old, became hysterical 
when she read the farewell letter. 

“I loved Joe with all my heart,’’ she 
wept, “but he was so jealous I could 
not endure life with him.’”’ 

Text of Farewell Note. 

The note, which Handing handed to a 
friend a few moments before drinking 
the acid in a hallway at 4801 North 
Broadway, was as follows: 

Dear Kate—lI’ve tried to forget you 
but I can’t. Honey, if you love me, 
follow me. But if you don’t and if 
you go out and meet a fellow, when 
you are kissing him, think of me, 
the one whose heart you have bro- 
ken. Good-by, baby. Your loving 
husband, JOSEPH H. HANDING. 

A postscript, asking that his step- 
brothers, Harry, Charles and George 
Hug, be notified, ended with the words, 
“Good-by, everybody.’’ 

Four friends were with Handing just 
before he ended his life. They were 
John McKenzie, 4824 North Second 
street; Daniel Grady, 121 East Grand 
avenue; James McCarthy, 4408 North 
Second street, and Harry Keim, 4320 
Blair avenue. Handing gave two let- 
ters to Grady, asking him to deliver 
them to Mrs. Handing. 

Tells Friends of ‘Long 
‘I’m tired out, boys,” safd-ratre 

“and I’m going upstairs to take a long 
sleep.”’ 

They walked away a half block to 
a lamp post, where Grady glanced at 
the addresses on the envelopes. Finding 
that one of them read, “To whoever 
finds my body,”’ he ran back to where 
they had left Handing, arriving as he 
was draining a glass of poison. He died 
in an ambulance at 11 p. m., on the way 
to the city hospital. 

The gist of the second letter, accord- 
ing to Grady, was the charge that some- 
one had interfered between Handing and 
his wife. 

Wife Returns to Her Mother. 

They met as fellow-employes two 
years ago in a book bitidery and were 
married last spring. Because of his 
jealous reproaches, Mrs. Handing says 
she left their heme at 4822 North 
Eleventh street and returned to her 
mother, Mrs. Anna Carr. 

“Joe came to see me six times in 
the last two weeks,’’ Mrs. Handing 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. 
“Each time he begged me to return to 
him, and declared that if I didn’t he 
would kill himself. He said this so 
often that I didn’t believe him.”

His 
son says the appointment of Republic- 
an precinct committeeman has been 
promised him, and he does not expect to 
stop there. 

Out for Republican Success. 

Young Stuever’se present ambition is 
that if he prospers as a precinct com- 
mitteeman he will progress to the Re- 
publican City Committee. From that 
position, he thinks the path to the top 
would lie before him. 

Young Stuever, who is 28 years 
old, ascribes his success in winning 
his own way without the ‘aid of His 
rich father to the assistance of his 
wife, a blue-eyed girl of 19, with the 
face and figure of one little more 
than a child. But the youthful hus- 
band’s square jaw, § level-glancing 
eyes and sturdy frame demonstrate 
that he has his own share of determi- 
nation and pugnacity. 

He braved his strong-willed father 
for love of Miss Beatrice Klauber, 
daughter of a well-to-do merchant. 
The girl was 16 years old, and a 
senior at the McKinley High School. 
“Tony” Stuever menaced hig son with 
disinheritance in case he married Miss 
Klauber. The youth promptly eloped 
with his sweetheart and wedded her 
in March, 1908. She would have been 
graduated the following June. 

“Tt think marriage is the very finest 
form of graduation,” said the girl to 
her parents, who wished her to com- 
plete the term. 

Son Thrown on Own Resources. 

*" The indignant brewer ordered his 
son to shift for himself. At Forest 
Park Highlands, his father’s amuse- 
ment resort, young Stuever had be- 
come interested in moving pictures, 
which were then attaining their 
yogue. He determined to go into the 
maving picture business himself. 

He obtained enough money to take 
his bride and himself to Philadelphia 
and to purchase a small bioscope 
odeon. By rigid economy and atten- 
tion to business, success came to 
them, but not until they had Passed 
through many months of severe pri- 
vations. 

“Those were certainly raw, ugly 
times,"’ said Stuever to a Post-Dispatch | 
reporter Friday. ‘I could: not Pie» 
succeeded without the aid and en- 
couragement of Mrs. Stuever. A good 
wife is better than everything else, 
even an inheritance.” 

“I wanted to do more,” said the girl- 
wife. “I was cashier and bookkeeper 
for our theater and wished to play the 
piano besides. I could have done it, 
but Charley thought it would be too 
confining.” 

Last April, having accumulated some 
money, Stuever brought his wife back 
to St. Louis and established a tent the- 
ater in North St... Louis? - For several 
months she continued to act as his 
cashier and boekkeeper.

HH elder Stuever laughed 
aloud when told of the politi? 
cal aspirations of his son. 


“Why,” he said, ‘‘ the boy’s only 
voted once.

Voegel saved the cat, he says, und 
Maher, lying’ in wait for him outside 
the saloon, struck him in the eye when 
he started home. 

-“Maher is a’ bad man,” said Voegel. 
“Policeman Hughes of the Centra] Dis- 
trict met me a few days ago and told 
me to be careful. He had been told, he 
said, that Maher was making threats 
to kill me. So I bought a revolver to 
be ready for him. 

Shooting in Downtown Street, 

“Thursday night several friends 
and I were walking about the down- 
tcwn streets, and I noticed Maher 
was following me. When I left a 
billiard hall at 207 North Sixth street, 
at 10 p. m., Maher was standing at 
the door. .He slashed at me with a 
knife, but merely scratched me. As 
he raised the knife for another stab, 
I shot him three times.” _| 

Maher's hostility against Voegel was 
heightened. because the police ordered 


Thursday. He blamed Voegel, his next 
door neighbor, for the eviction. 

On July 20, Mrs, Hazel McGowan fired 
five shots at Maher,.who was her sweet- 
heart, and the police ordered the couple 
to leave the Central District... 

Thursday, when they attempted to en- 
ter the Pine street house, Sergt. Wade 
Matthews stopped them and took Maher 
to the Central Police Station. 

“I've paid a month’s rent for that 
house and intend to stay there,” said 
he to Capt. Schwartz. 

“You'll be arrested every time you try 
to enter the door,” Schwartz rejoined. 

Maher was extremely angry and de- 
clared that Voegel had informed against 
him in revenge for the blow, with which 
Maher retaliated for Voegel’s interfer- 
ance in behalf of the black cat.

Arrests Expose Scheme by 
Which “Steerer” Always 
Won; Customer Lost.

A new scheme torn getting money has 
been discovered by the East St. Louis 
according to a report filed 


at headquarters. It is in the shape 


of a fake shooting gallery target, con- 


fiscated by the pdfice, by which a 
“barker” or ‘steerer’ for the gallery 
was always able to defeat an opponent 
in a shooting match. 

The targets were taken from galleries 
at 302 Broadway and 21 Collinsville ave- 
nue, formerly’ operated by John S. Reyn- 
olds of 1419 Pine street, St. Louts. 

The target, according tothe police, 
consisted of a sheet of steel hidden be- 
hind a thin blaek board. It was placed 
behind the real target, at which the 
victim aimed. Tithe “‘steerer,’’ who ap- 
parently aimed at the real target, shot 
a little above &. His bullet passed 
through the soft pine board and hit the 
sheet of steel, making it ring like a 
bell. 

There was no dhance, according to 
the police, for the “steerer’’ to miss 
his fake target, for it was almost as 
big as a barn door. The “sucker” was 


required to shoot at a target with a 


hole in it a little larger than a pea. 

Sometimes the “steerer” and ‘‘sucker’’ 
would shoot merely to see who paid 
for the shots. At other times they 
would have side bets.

INTERNATIONAL PEACE UNIONS 
ADOPT BARTHOLDT’S PLAN 


His Resolution Urging The 
Hague Conference in 1915 


Is Passed. é 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 2.—The  Inter- 
Parliamentary Union for the promo- 
tion of international arbitration, 
whose conference closed yesterday, 
avoided direct action on Secretary 
Knox’s proposition to confer the pow- 
ers of a court of arbitral justice on 
the international prize court because 
the convention creating the prize 
court on Oct. 18, 1907, has not been 
ratified, 

Instead, the sontenelien unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution which while 
“rendering homage to the sentiments 
which inspired the American propo- 
sition,” simply urged the powers to 
ratify promptly the treaty “independ- 
ently of any question concerning the 
organization of a permanent court of 
arbitral justice.” 

The resolution introduced by Con- 
gressman Richard Bartholdt of Mis- 
souri, chairman of the American dele- 
gation, instructing each national del- 
egation to urge its respective parlia- 
ment to pass resolutions in favor of 
The Hague conference in 1915 was 
adopted.

In his speech at the Auditorium, he 
said, in part:

Residents of Missouri and Illinois 
towns within 20 miles of St. Louis 
will see the aeroplane flights by Clif- 
ford B. Harmon and Capt. Thomas &. 
Baldwin Sept. 10, 11 and 12; arrange- 
ments for which now are being complet- 
ed by the Post-Dispatch and a citizens’ 
committee. The principal event of the 
three days is expected to be a flight 
along the St. Louls river front, from 
6900 north to $100 south, a distance of 
100 city blocks, by Harmon, on the aft- 
ernoon of Saturday, Sept. 10. 

Low excursion rates for a distance of 
200 miles or more will be made by most 
of the lines entering St. Louis. It was 
planned at first to limit the rate to 100 
miles, but it was found that the Frisco 
wanted to include Springfield. Mo., 240 
miles away, and that Eastern lines 
wanted to extend the sone to Terre 
Haute and Vincennes, Ind., so it was 
decided not to fix a limit. 

All field flights, and the start of Har- 
mon’s river flight, will take place at 
the North St. Louis aviation field, east 
of Bellefontaine Cemetery, reached by 
the Broadway line. All will be free to 
the public. 

Permission for the use of the larger 
portion of the 1l0-acre tract owned by 
the Rock Island Raltlroad was giyon 
Friday by E. J. O'Neill, genera! agent 
in charge of the St. Louis offices of the 
Rock Island, to Edward Devoy, chali- 
man of the Citizens’ Committee. No ob- 
jection is anticipated to tho use of the 
remainder of the tract, which belongs 
to the O’Fallon and Kennett estates. 
The Terminal Association will be re- 
quested to keep ! line through the 
tract clear during the events. _ | 

Capt. Baldwin, who will return to St. 
Louis Tuesday, bringing his. biplane. 
intends to make several flights about 
the fleld each afternoon, and, following 
Harmon's flight, one dash across the 
Mississippi River. He will plan to make 
@ round trip to Granite City and re- 
turn Without Janding, but will have as 


a@n emergency landing place in Granite|& 


City, the fleld near the Niedringhaus 
rolling mill, 

Harmon's long flight down the Misr- 
sissippi, over the Merchants’, McKinley 
and Eads bridges, also probably will 
be a round trip. It is expected that he 
will land on the sandy plain in the rear 
of the east side landing place of the 
Cahokia ferry, and will ascend from 


that ground for the return flight-north. | 


That Harmon and Baldwin, with fa- 
verable weather, will make the intend- 
ed flights is a certainty in the minds 
of St. Leuisans who know them. Har- 
mon is @& fearless aviator, and is a 
wealthy man, who follows aeroplaning 
at a sport. Baldwin is an extremely 
bold air veteran, who has turned in 
the last year from ballooning to aero- 
planing, and has beer highly successful 
in his new efforts. He is a showman 
by training, and was one of the earliest 
of the daring parachute jumpers from 
hot-alr balloons. 

Tne Post-Dispatch will % award a gold 
cup to Harmon for the river flight, and 
a cash prise to Baldwin for field flights. 
The Citizens’ Committee will award a 
$1000 cup to Harmon for field flights, 
and a cash prize to Baldwin.

Albert Bond Lambert De- 
clares There Will Always 
Be Something Doing. 





Fifty cents and $1 will be the prices 
of public admission to the ten days’ 
aviation exhibition, to be held by the 
Aero Club at Kinloch Park, Oct. 8 to 
18. 

Everyone who gets inside the grounds 
willbe able to see the flights, but the 
choicest seats in the grandstand will go 
to the holders of $1 tickets. 

At least 15 machines will be in the 
air each day of the exhibition, according 
to an announcement by Albert Bond 
Lambert, president of the Aero Club, at 
a dinner to newspaper editors and writ- 
ers at Cambridge Court Thursday night. 

“Only rain and wind of a velocity 
more than 25 miles an hour will prevent 
the flights,’”’ said Lambert. ‘‘We will 
try to keep something doing all the 
time for the amusement of spectators. 
There are intense moments in such ex- 
hibitions, and others which are not s0 
intense, but we shall try to ll in the 
intervals with interesting features. 
Monoplanes and biplanes will be flown. 

“As our club has undertaken this ven- 
ture without assistance’ from other civic 
organizations, we shall have to charge 
an admission fee, but it will be 50 cents 
and $1, in comparison with $5 at the 
Eastern aviation shows. There will be 
Sunday flights October 9 and 148. 

“Five Wright machines will be seen. 
Le Blano, the winner of the great inter- 
national race in France, will be one of 
the contestants, I hope.” 

Lambert said he hoped that the pub- 
lic, in the interest aroused by the avia- 
tion meeting, would not forget that this 
city is a ballooning center, and that 
the international balloon races are to 
follow the aeroplane meeting. 

Lambert suggested that, by fostering 
an interest in aviation here, this city 
might be made the center of a great 
new manufacturing industry, as Detroit 
has become the center of automobile 
making. The aeroplane business, he 
said, is certain to be commercialized, 
while ballooning will remain a sport.

Esti- 
mates here put the average speed at a 
fraction above 64 miles each

Hedges did a nice piece of baseball en- 
gineering in landing this fellow, al- 
though other clubs were after him and 
he won in the draw. arly in the sea- 
scn Hallinan was with the Stockton 
(California League) club. He was hit- 
tng .860, and $1500 was placed as the 
purchase price. Hedges was unwilling 
to pay that spot cash, but offered 3500 
cash and $1000 if the player made good. 
His bid was spurned, but Los Angeles 
stepped in and paid the $1500 for him.

Even with two familiar Scripture 
texts seeming to uphold his position, 
the Rev. S. E. Arthur has not suc- 
ceeded in persuading St. Louis minis- 
ters that they would do well to solicit 
“tips” on the stock market and other 
forms of investment from wealthy or 
well-informed parishioners, and to eke 
out their small salaries by safe specu- 
lation. 

The Rev. Mr. Arthur, former rector of 
the defunct St. Mark’s. Episcopal 
Church, has left the ministry to go into 
the insurance business. In an interview 
in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch he urged 
that business men should share their 
tusiness information with their pastors, 
so that the latter might add to their 


mands made on them. “Buy pork” or 
‘sell Reading’’ might prove, he believes. 
to be the Scriptural ‘‘word in season,”’ 
if spoken by a man who was “‘‘in the 
know.” 

Could Get $400 or 8500. 

‘Almost any church,” says the Rev. 
Mr. Arthur, “contains members who 
have it in their power to aid the min- 
ister by giving him tips on safe invest- 
ments, and almost any minister could 
get $400 or $500 to invest in ways that 
would help to piece out his usually 
meager salary.” 

The Rev. Josephus Stephan of the 
Mount Auburn M. E. Church, when 
asked his opinion of the suggestion. 
said: 

“T think it is well that the man who 
makes this suggestion has left the min- 
istry. Such a proposal’does not seem 
to me to be in harmony with the true 
ideals of the ministry. , 

“No minister should have any* other 
purpose than to preach the gospel. If 
he does that, I have found by expert: 
ence and observation, he can depend 
on his people to support him. The idea 
of speculation on ‘tips’ {s not befitting 
@ church member, to say nothing of a 
minister.”’ 

Wouldn’t Spoil Rest. 

The Rev. F. J. Hart, pastor of the 
Olive Branch ~Congregational Church, 
said: 

“T think we are asking enough of tho 
inaymen now, without requiring them 10 
give financial ‘tips’ of doubtful value te 
the clergy and to lie awake worrying 
for fear the tip they have given will 
turn out badly. 

“That requirement would be harder 
on the lay tipster, if he were sincere and 
conscientious, than it would be on the 
minister. ‘Most business men I know 
would hesitate to adopt such a sugges- 
tion. 

“Some ministers are well paid, some 
are not well paid. Perhaps some get 
less than they are worth, but water gen- 
erally finds its level. One man will 
get along well on $1200; another, whose 
wife likes Paris gowns, wiil have a hard 
time on @ much larger amount.” 

Would Ruin Parishioners. 

A minister who,’ because of his ac- 
quaintance with the Rev. Mr. Arthur. 
did not wish to have his name pub- 
lished in connection with his statement, 
said: 

“The minister who would go around 
among his rich parishioners looking for 
tips on the market would soon have a 
fine state of affairs in his church. If 
the minister prospered in his invest- 
ments, poorer parishioners would soon 
begin to watch him and invest their 
little savings accordingly. Sooner or) 
later the crash would come. Such 
cases are not unknown. We have all 
heard of the big Wall street operator 
who gave a clergyman a ‘tip’ and 


that the clergyman would pass on the 
‘flp’ to members of his parish. The 
minister lost everything he invested, 
and true to his promise, the financier 
promptly gave him a check to reim- 
burse him. ‘But what about my parish- 
loners?’ asked the distressed pastor. 
‘Ah,’ said the financier, ‘they were the 
ones I was after.’’’

THE HARMON-BALDWIN FLIGHTS. 

In perfecting arrangements for the Mississippi 
flight of Clifford B. Harmon on the afternoon of 
September 10, it. was discovered that the fields 
where the start and the first landing will be made 
are ideal. The low water is an unusual advantage 
‘and the aviator will have the benefit of ground as 
clear and flat as that of the sands at the sea 
shore. 

The river itself, instead of being a drawback, 
is another advantage. It is a preferable place for 
an unintended landing. The spectators will be 
highly favored. The population of all the cities 
on both sides of the river can dispose itself along 
the levee without erowding. There is 15 miles of 
river front available from which to view a per- 
formance which promises to be as spectacular 
as any ever made. Only accident or intolerable 
weather conditions will forbid the flight. 

The stunts of Capts Baldwin promise to be as 
sensational as Harmon’s. Capt. Baldwin’s impres- 
sion of the site was so favorable that he is eager 
to try it and will probably make numerous trials 
before the time fixed for the big events. With two 
skilled aviators on hand, there is no doubt that 
St. Louis will have some real flying on September 
10, 11 and 12.

WORDS, WORDS, WORDS! 

Whether establishing a new rule of conduct for 
ex-presidents and showing how they may be 
guides, counselors and friends of the people, or 
paving the way for a dictatorship in which the 
fundamental law shall be bent to the dictator’s 

will—whether working unselfishly and patrioti- 
cally or selfishly and demagogically, Mr. Roose- 
velt has put into spoken words the principles to 
which a vast majority of the American people 
will respond. 

From his general characterization of the strug- 
gle as one “to gain and hold the right of self- 
government as against the special interests,” to 
particulars and specifications he shows all his 
wonted power to touch the popular fancy. He 
speaks forcefully. He has the dramatic touch in 
written as well as in spoken word that impresses 
the reader or hearer with his own earnestness. 
He has the trick of emphasis, and when the reality 
of importance is added, what he says becomes 
tremendous. 

Unfortunately it is only the actor’s art—the 
mountebank’s skill where boldness of attack and 
force of presentation befuddie for the instant and 
the illusion of sincerity is created. Are we to 
take Mr. Roosevelt as a newcomer into the realm 
of forensic politics? Are we to consider him as 
an unknown making his first déclarations to an 
admiring people? 

In neither biography, history nor politics are 
we justified in limiting analysis or yielding to 
rhetorical charms. Mr. Roosevelt has a long 
public, record. His performances must be con- 
imaaie with his promises. What he contemplates 
can be seen clearly only in the light of what he 
has achieved. His new motives must be read in 
connection with his old ones, : 

Except in regard to the tariff he said practically 
nothing he has not said before. The tariff is a 
subject on which he was eloquently silent for 
seven years. And on the tariff he is not at all 
convincing. He dismisses the livest and most im- 
portant issue of all by weakly indorsing Mr. 
Taft’s foundling scheme of piecemeal revision 
under the directions of a tariff commission. Mr. 
Roosevelt’ is not insurgent on the tariff, and the 
tariff is the basis and.cause of all insurgency. 

He is no more convincing In other respects. It 
is unfortunately true that the robustness of his 
@emand for numerous reforms is offset by some 
act of his own which contradicts his spoken word 
and often makes it ludicrous. 

He demands the elimination of special interests 
but he consented to a moral violation of the law 
whereby the Steel Trust swallowed ' Tennessee 
Coal and Iron, and so connived at perfecting the 
ultimate monopoly and power of one of the most 
specially favored of an the specially favored in- 
terests. 

He demands complete and effective publicity of 
corporation affairs, but it is of record that he re- 
fused to hear ‘proffered evidence of Sugar Trust 
perfidy whose ultimate disclosure was followed 
by fines and penalties aggregating more than §$5,- 
000,000 and the conviction of several men for 
crime, 

He demands effective laws to prevent corpora- 
tions furnishing funds for political purposes, 
when he himself is one of the greatest offenders 
in collecting such funds and a particular benefi- 
ciary of them. 

‘He demands that responsibility for corporate 
law-breaking be personal, but he himself white- 
washed Paul Morton against whom attorneys of 
his own selection favored criminal proceedings. 
The obvious value and importance of other 
recommendations suffer impairment with those 
enumerated. They are matters which he ad- 
vocated many times in messages to Congress. 
Some of them have been partially realized. and 
others are certain of ultimate realization when 
the impediments interposed by Mr. Roosevelj’s 
own party and many of his warmest friends and 
supporters in it can be overcome. But his noble 
resolves have fervor even if their force {8s cur- 
tailed by their inescapable suggestion of embar- 
rassing events in his own official career. Reading 
the words we pause to admire. Reading the 
record behind them we wonder if they are any- 
thing more than words, words, words. 
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Now that Kansas has finished sicvitvine her 
“battle against Missourians,” it may be just as 
well to remind her that the Missourians won

In any land on earth a man born in poverty, 
may by force of character, aided by good fortune, 
rise to high eminence; but the United States 
is the only land where a man who had once at- 
tained such eminence would retire after years of 
power to comparative poverty.

ever be the simplicity of his life, there is a certain 
dignity he must uphold.
